Words and figures enclosed in brackets [ ] are given for information, but do 
not appear on the title pages of the publications cataloged. When place and 
printer are not given, it is to be understood that the publication is printed at 
the United States Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C. When size is 
not given octavo is to be understood. Size of maps is measured from outer edge 
of border, excluding margin. The date, including day, month, and year, given 
with Senate and House documents and reports are the dates on which they 
were ordered to be printed. Usually the printing promptly follows the ordering, 
but various causes sometimes make delays. 

The word “ processed” as used in this catalog indicates publications which 
are reproduced by duplicating processes other than ordinary printing, e. g,, 
mimeograph, multigraph, planograph, rotaprint, multilith, etc. 

The L. C. card number appended to some of the entries is for those libraries 
ordering printed cards from the Library of Congress. The number at the ex- 
treme right of an entry indicates the classification of the publication in the 
Office of the Superintendent of Documents. 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., is authorized by law 
to sell copies of Government publications and to allow a discount of 25 percent to 
book dealers and quantity purchasers on condition that the purchasers will ad- 
here to the public sales price set by the Superintendent of Documents and that 
publications shall not be overprinted with any advertising matter (under a 
recent ruling, the 25 percent discount to dealers does not apply to Supreme 
Court reports which may, however, be sold by dealers at a price in advance of 
that charged by this Office; neither can the dealers’ discount be allowed on 
the Federal Register). 

Publications cannot be supplied free to individuals nor forwarded in advance 
of payment. 

The accumulation of publications in this Office amounts to several millions, 
of which over five million are assorted, forming the sales stock. Many rare 
books are included, but under the law all must be sold regardless of their age 
or scarcity. Many of the books have been in stock some time, and are apt to 
be shopworn. In filling orders the best copy available is sent. 


PRICE LISTS 


A general price list of public documents is not available, but numerous lists 
have been prepared on special subjects and any of these will be furnished 
free, on application, if the person interested will state the subject or subjects 
concerning which information is desired. It will also be noted that current 
publications which are for sale are listed in this catalog. 


WEEKLY LIST 


In addition to the Price lists, the Documents Office issues a Weekly List of 
Selected United States Government Publications for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents. Each list is arranged alphabetically by subjects, with annota- 
tions and prices, and may be obtained free upon application to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents. 

HOW TO ORDER PUBLICATIONS 


Publications entered in this catalog that are for sale by the Superintendent 
of Documents are indicated by a star (*) preceding the price. A dagger (7) 
indicates that application should be made to the department, bureau, or division 
issuing the document. A double dagger (t) indicates that the document is 
printed for official use. Whenever additional information concerning the 
method of procuring a document seems necessary, it will be feund under the 
name of the bureau by which it was published. 

In ordering a publication from the Superintendent of Documents, give (if 
known) the name of the publishing department, bureau, or division, and the 
title, together with the classification number which is added to the entry at the 
extreme right; order the congressional documents and reports by the title, 
together with the document or report number and the Congress and session, 
e. g., H. doc. 383, 74-2. 


Do not use the L. C. card number in ordering a publication. 
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HOW TO REMIT 


Remittances for the documents marked with a star (*) should be made to the 
Superintendent of Documents, Washington, D. C., by coupons, postal money 
order, express order, or check. Currency may be sent at sender’s risk. For- 
eign remittances should be made either by international money order or draft 
on an American bank. 

Postage stamps, foreign money, defaced or smooth coins, will not be accepted, 

For the convenience of the general public, coupons that are good until 
used in exchange for Government publications sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents may be purchased from his Office in sets of 20 for $1. 
Address order to Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

No charge is made for postage on documents forwarded to points in United 
States, Alaska, Guam, Hawaii, Philippine Islands, Puerto Rico, Samoa, or to 
Canada, Cuba, or Mexico. To other countries the regular rate of postage is 
charged, and remittances must cover such postage. In computing foreign 
postage, add one-third of the price of the publication. 


TO LIBRARIANS 


The number given at the extreme right of each entry (except for congres- 
sional documents and reports) is the classification number by which the pub- 
lication is arranged in the Library and in the sales stock of the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents. It can be used as a classification number by 
such libraries as are using, for the departmental publications, the arrange. 
ment of public documents advocated in the Checklist of United States Public 
Documents, 1789-1909. In using this number as a classification number in a 
library, it should be noted that the shilling mark (/) is used to separate what 
would ordinarily be a superior number or letter (the numbers or letters imme- 
diately following the line) from the main classification number, it not being 
practicable to print these numbers and letters as superiors in the Monthly 
Catalog, e. g., the number A 1.23/a: So 96/4 listed in the Monthly Catalog would 
be A 1.23": So 96‘ in a library. 


LIBRABY OF CONGRESS CARDS 


Numbers to be used in ordering the printed catalog cards of the Library of 
Congress are appended to entries for the more important publications. These 
are given at the left, with “L. C. card” prefixed. Do not confuse with the 
Documents Office classification number given at the right. Orders for these 
cards, remittances in payment for them, and requests for information about 
them should be addressed to the Librarian of Congress, not to the Superintend- 
ent of Documents. 

MONTHLY CATALOG DISTRIBUTION 


The Monthly Catalog is sent to public libraries free on application. Sub 
scription price to individuals, $1.00 a year, including index; foreign subscription 
$1.60 a year. Back numbers cannot be supplied. Notify the Superintendent of 
Documents of any change of address. 


INDEX 


An Index to the Monthly Catalog will be issued at the end of the calendar 
year. This will contain index entries for all the numbers issued from January 
to December, and can be bound with the numbers as an index to the volume. 
Persons desiring to bind the catalog at the end of the year should be careful 
to retain the numbers received monthly, as duplicate copies cannot be supplied. 
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NorTEs oF GENERAL INTEREST 


NATIONAL ARCHIVES 


One of the new and important departments of the Government organized dur- 
ing the last few years is the National Archives. This department was estab- 
lished under provisions of H. R. 8910, 73d Congress (Public no. 432, approved 
June 19, 1984), which created the Office of Archivist of the United States, gave 
him authority to make rules and regulations for the government of the Na- 
tional Archives, and put under his charge and superintendence, to the extent 
defined in the act, all archives or records belonging to the Government of the 
United States (legislative, executive, judicial, and other). This National 
Archives Act recognizes two fundamental functions of the archives establish- 
ment: First, the care and preservation of all Government archives of such 
administrative or historical value that they must be kept for a long period 
of time; Second, the administration of these archives so as to facilitate their 
use in the business of Government and in the service of scholarship. <A section 
of the act authorizes the Archivist to “accept, store, and preserve motion 
picture films and sound recordings pertaining to and illustrative of historical 
activities of the United States.” The value of the various papers and files 
thus deposited will vary from such priceless documents as the original laws 
and original treaties of the United States to vast quantities of papers which 
in themselves would appear to be relatively unimportant were it not for the 
relation which they bear to larger questions. 


FEDERAL REGISTER DIVISION 


Another duty delegated to the Archivist of the United States was the estab- 
lishment of the Federal Register Division under the provisions of H. R. 6323, 
74th Congress (Public no. 220, approved July 26, 1985), known as the Federal 
Register Act. This is an act to provide for the custody in the National 
Archives Establishment of Federal proclamations, orders, regulations, notices, 
and other documents, and for prompt and uniform printing and distribution 
thereof. This act also provides for the printing of the Federal Register. The 
Archivist, acting through the Federal Register Division, is charged with the 
custody and, together with the Public Printer, with the prompt and uniform 
printing and distribution of the documents required or authorized to be pub- 
lished under sec. 5 of the Federal Register Act. 


FEDERAL REGISTER 


The Federal Register, a new serial publication in which appear the docu- 
ments required to be published under the Federal Register Act, is issued on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, excepting where such 
days follow a legal holiday. The first issue was that of March 14, 1986, its 
earlier publication having been prevented by lack of necessary appropriations. 
The Register contains (1) all Presidential Proclamations and Executive Or- 
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ders, except such as have no general applicability or legal effect or are effective 
only against Federal agencies or persons in their capacity as officers, agents, 
or employees thereof, (2) such documents or classes of documents as the 
President shall determine from time to time have general applicability ang 
legal effect, and (3) such documents or classes of documents aS may be re- 
quired so to be published by act of the Congress. In addition to the foregoing 
there shall also be published in the Federal Register such other documents 
or classes of documents as may be authorized to be published pursuant to 
regulations prescribed with the approval of the President, but in no case shall 
comments or news items of any character whatsoever be authorized to be pub- 
lished in the Federal Register. 

The Register is sold by the Superintendent of Documents, Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D. C., on the following terms: Single copy, 5c.; $1.00 
per month; $10.00 per year. 


PRESIDENTIAL PROCLAMATIONS AND EXECUTIVE ORDERS 


The Executive Orders and Proclamations of the President, entered under 
their author, the President of United States, in the catalogs issued by the 
Documents Office, have been distributed by the Department of State. This 
distribution, beginning with March 12, 1936, has been transferred from the 
Department of State to the Division of the Federal Register, National Archives, 
Such Executive Orders and Proclamations as have general applicability and 
legal effect, except such as are effective only against Federal agencies or persons 
in their capacity as officers, agents, or employees thereof, will be published in 
the Federal Register only. The others will be issued in the usual separate 
form, free distribution of which will only be to appropriate agencies of the Goy- 
ernment. If copies of the Executive Orders and Proclamations which do not 
appear in the Federal Register are desired, they can be obtained by placing a 
standing order with the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C., with an initial deposit of $5.00. The individual price 
will be 5c. per copy. Those Executive Orders and Proclamations published in 
the Federal Register only will have title entries in the Monthly Catalog with 
reference to the Federal Register in which they occur. 


INDUSTRIAL ANALYSIS COMMITTEE 


The President, through Executive Order 7323 of March 21, 1936, created a 
Committee of Industrial Analysis to complete the summary of the results and 
accomplishments of the National Recovery Administration. The Committee is 
authorized to assemble and analyze the statistical information and governmental 
records of experience of the operations of the various trades and industries 
heretofore subject to codes of fair competition formulated under the authority 
of titie 1 of the National Industrial Recovery Act; to study the effects of such 
codes upon trade, industrial and labor conditions in general; and to make 
generally available information with respect to industry, particularly hours, 
wages, child labor and other labor conditions. In order to aid the Committee 
of Industrial Analysis in carrying out its duties, there was created by the same 
Executive Order, in connection with the Office of the Secretary of Commerce, a 
Division of Industrial Economics. 


FOREIGN RELATIONS OF UNITED STATES 


The Department of State has recently published two volumes of a three- 
volume set entitled Papers Relating to Foreign Relations of United States, 1920. 
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Yhe third volume is still in press. This set continues the series of papers on 
our foreign relations, publication of which has extended over a period of years. 
The present volumes contain official documents concerning Bolivia, Canada, 
China, American-Cuban relations in 1920, negotiations between the United 
States and Germany concerning reparations, ships, and dye deliveries, and the 
occupation of the Rhineland by the Allied and Associated Powers, as well as 
other documents of a general nature. The delay in the publication of these 
volumes of diplomatic history is due to the fact that permission to publish 
some of the foreign documents was only recently obtained from the nations 
involved. 

Volumes 1 and 2 of Papers Relating to Foreign Relations of United States, 
1920, in cloth binding and averaging over 800 pages to a volume, are for sale at 
$1.75 each by the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. 

MARITIME COMMERCE IN WAR 


The second volume of the series entitled Policy of United States toward Mari- 
time Commerce in War, prepared by Carlton Savage and covering the years 
1914-1918, with documents, has recently been issued. This survey is based on 
official documents, the texts of which will be found in the volume. In volume 
1, issued in 1934, and covering the period from 1776 to the beginning of the 
World War, attention is focused on the following problems: (1) enemy goods 
in neutral ships; (2) neutral goods in enemy ships; (3) definition of contraband 
of war; (4) continuous voyage; (5) validity of blockade; (6) immunity of 
private property at sea. Volume 2 continues the treatment of these problems 
and deals also with important related problems which arose during the years 
1914 to 1918. A print of volume 2, not including the texts of the listed docu- 
ments, was issued by the Department of State on January 17, 1986, as Publica- 
tion 821, and appeared in the Monthly Catalog for January 1936, page S87. 

Volume 2, including the documents, is for sale in blue cloth binding, at $1.75 
per copy. Orders should be sent to the Superintendent of Documents, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. C. 


BETTER HOUSING 


The periodical Better Housing, which was discontinued in its original form 
by the Federal Housing Administration on May 4, 1935, has been revived in a 
new and different form, beginning with the issues for March 1936. Though out- 
wardly the same, it differs in many vital respects from the former publication. 
setter Housing will be distributed by the Federal Housing Administration only 
to members of the Field Division, to a list of Better Housing Committee chair- 
men and chairmen of Women’s Divisions. It is intended to serve as a medium 
for the interchange of unusual and constructive ideas and plans among the 
individual members of these groups. Through the columns of Better Housing, 
the most effective methods developed in one section of the country will be 
transmitted to every other field office and committee headquarters. 


BULLETIN OF DECISIONS OF PATENT OFFICE 


A Bulletin of Decisions of Patent Office on Trade Marks, Labels, and Prints 
has recently been added to the Official Gazette of the Patent Office. This Bulle- 
tin contains abstracts of decisions of interest to attorneys practicing before the 
Office, and as a result of popular demand the material now appears in the last 
issue of the Official Gazette for each month, and lists the decisions rendered by 
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the Patent Office during the preceding month. The Bulletin is also issued as a 
part of the separate leaflet entitled Decisions in Patent and Trade-Mark Cases, 
and the combined publication may be obtained from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C., at the rate of 5¢ q 
single copy, $1.00 a year, foreign subscription, $1.80.

3, Smithsonian annual reports. No sets of these are for sale or distribution, as most of 
the volumes are out of print. Special publications are also issued from time to time. 
The papers issued in the series of Contributions to knowledge and Miscellaneous collec- 
tions are not public documents, but are prirted in limited editions at the expense of the 
Smithsonian Fund. They are distributed without charge to public libraries, educational 
establishments, and learned societies in this country and abroad; and are supplied to 
other institutions, and to individuals at the prices indicated. Remittances should be 
made payable to the ‘Smithsonian Institution.’ A discount of 20 percent is allowed to 
bookdealers. ‘The Smithsonian report volumes and the papers reprinted in separate form 
therefrom, are distributed gratuitously by the Institution to libraries and individuals 
throughout the world. Very few of the Report volumes are now available at the Insti- 
tution, but many of those of which the Smithsonian edition is exhausted can be purchased 
from the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington, D. C.

STATE DEPARTMENT 


NoTre.—With the publication of the first number of the printed press releases on Oct. 
5, 1929, the Department of State inaugurated a new publication program. The daily 
mimeographed releases are made available to the public weekly in printed form; algo 
all publications (except laws and treaties) are numbered consecutively in the order 
in which they are sent to press. Publications of a similar character are brought within 
well-defined series, and each series publication bears a series number in addition to its 
ublication number. ‘The diplomatic correspondence of the United States is published 
n the volumes entitled Foreign relations of the United States. Laws are issued 
in separate series and are numbered within each series in the order in which they 
are signed. Treaties are issued in a separate series and are numbered in the order ijn 
which they are proclaimed. Treaties are also published in the compilation Treaties and 
other international acts of the United States of America, which contains literal copies 
of the documents, followed by notes of a textual and procedural character. Indexes to 
the Press releases are supplied semiannually, as of December 31 and June 30. The 
Department of State includes in the Press release series, each quarter, a complete list of 


its publications for the preceding quarter. 
The iist below frequently includes certain relevant publications issued by other agencies 


of the Government under requisition of the Department of State and certain relevant 


Congressional documents. 
Under the practice of the State Department prior to the inauguration of the Exeeu- 


tive agreement series (nos. 83 and 86 of which are listed below) the material would 
have been published in the Treaty series. Those desiring to maintain a joint file of the 
Treaty series and the Executive agreement series may insert each number of the Execu- 
tive agreement series in its appropriate place in the Treaty series, which place will be 
indicated in each number of the Executive agreement series.
